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This invention relates to a throttle control device for a hand held tool, such as a chain 
saw. The tool is provided with a forwardly extending wire (17) for transmitting a motion from 
5 a throttle control lever (12) turnably arranged about a first axis (14) to a throttle valve. One 
end of the wire is secured to a wire arm (15) that is turnably arranged about a second axis (16). 
The wire arm is provided with one or several teeth (19, 20) cooperating with corresponding 
means on the throttle control lever (12) and the second axis (16) is arranged behind the first 
axis (15).
